Although the radio 
frequency transmission apparatus disclosed by said patent includes labels 18 that 
display text messages within a retail environment, it fails to disclose or suggest such a 
label attaches to a shopping cart wheel retaining device and incorporated in the 
Applicant's independent claims 2 and 8.
